Tif- 
fin, Ont., 25,000 tons of linseed oil 
meal in 200 pound sacks at $6, a ton 
f.o.b, Toronto, and $66 f.0.b. Mont- 
real. 

“There scems to be a big supply of 
flaxseed in the country for the oil 
crushers are all busy now. Bran and 
shorts are purchasable on the open 
market today in straight carload lots, 
without the war-time necessity of 
buying flour as well as mill feed, We 
have 15,000 tons of screenings at 
Fort William and we are offering No, 
4 yellow corn throughout the West- 
ern provinces on a basis of $1.40 
bushel, f.o.b.. Minneapolis, There is a 
plentiful coarse grain crop throughout 
the greater part of the country, farm- 
ers having sown mixed barley and 
oats for feed purposes to a larger ex- 
tent than usual. So with with the 
government reserves and the com- 
mercial offerings there is no danger 
of feed shortage in Canada. Nobody 
need worry about that.”

1, The Passover Instituted (12:1- 
23). : ° 

1, The time set (y. 2). With the in- 
stitution of the Passover 
change in the order of time.

cominon year wds rolling on as usual, 
but with reference to his chosen pco- 
ple the order is interrupted and ev- 
erything is made to date from this. 
This signifies that redemption is the 
first step in real tife, “Old things 
have passed away, alt things have be- 
come new.” Before this the man was 
dead in trespass and sin; now he has 
arisen .o walk in newness of life. All 
before redemption counts for. naught. 
The world thinks that real life ends 
when one accepts Christ, but this is a 
grave mistake, It is the beginning 
of recat life, 

2, The lamb set apart (v. 3). This 
previous setting apart of the lamb 
typifies the foreordination of Christ 
to be our Saviour. Redemption was 
not an afterthought of God (1 Peter 
1:18-20), This lamb must be a male 
without blemish, indicating that it 
must be both representative and per- 
fect. r 


3. The lamb was killed by the 
whole congregation (v. 6). This 


shows that it was not for the indi- 
vidual only, but for the entire assem- 
bly. ‘The setting apart of the lamb 
was not sufficicnt, it must be killed, 
for “without the shedding of blood 
there is no remission of sins.” The 
lamb might have been ticd to the 
door of the Israclites that night, but 
there would have been no salvation, 
notwithstanding its perfection, Had 
Christ’s spotless life continued till the 
present time and his matchless teach- 
ing gone on without interruption, not 
a single soul would have been sayea, 
for “Except a corn of wheat fall into 
the ground and dic it abideth afone.” 
(John 12:24). 

4, The blood of the slain lamb was 
to be placed upon the sideposts and 
lintels of the door (v. 7). It was not 
sprinkled upon the threshold, as it 
must not be trampled under foot (He- 
When the destroyer 
passed through the land he passed 
over the houses where the door posts 
were sprinkled with blood. This blood 
was the evidence that a substitute had 
been offered for them, They could 
rest absolutely secure, because the 
matter had been settled according to 
divine arrangement, The blood was 
the ground of peace, ‘The assurance

Premicrs and foreign ministers of the 
four great powers, Great Britain, 
France, the United States and Italy, 
met at three o’clock this afternoon at 
the French forcign office for the first 
formal exchange of views and to 
make arrangements for the proce- 
dure of the conference tomorrow at} 
which the full delegations will be| 
present, 


Those present were Premier David 
Lloyd George and Forcign Minister 
Arthur J, Balfour, of Great Britain; 
President Wilson and the American 
Secretary of State, Robert Lansing, 
Premier Georges Clemenceau and! 
Forcign Minister Pichon, of France; 
Premier Orlando and Forcign Minis- 
ter Baron Sidney Sonnino, of Italy, 
and Marshal Foch, Gcorges Lagua- 
yes, French Minister of Marine; 
Etienne Clementel, minister of com- 
merce, and Louis Loucheur, :minister 
of industrial reconstruction, 

Today’s meeting was chiefly inter- 
esting in its personal aspects—the 
bringing t@gether for the first time in 
contact of the world’s best known 
statesmen, who are now the guiding 
figures of the congress. 

The scene as they assembled was 
one of unusual activity. The day was 
dark and raw and the statesmen ar- 
rived at the meeting place in heavy 
wraps, The usual Sunday calin acros» 
the Seine was interrupted by the 
great crowds which tined the Quay 
JV’Orsay, anxious to pay tribute to 
the notable figures concerned in the 
world’s most dramatic functions. Bat- 
terics of photographers and of mov- 
ing picture photographers were down 
flanking the entrances of the foreign 
ministry. Lines of soldiers and oth- 
er guards preserved order. 

Marshal Foch was the first of the 
high plenipotentiarics to arrive. He 
came at two o’clock and, finding 
himself in the van of the delegations, 


he waited in the vestibule, Soon after! 


Foch came Robert Lansing, thé 
American secretary of state, At 
2.45 p.m. President Wilson, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Wilson, arrived. M. 
Clemenceau, the French prime min- 
ister, followed. He was alone, and 
bore a serious mien, Signor Orlando, 
the Italian premier, came soon after- 
ward, accompanied by Signor Son- 
nino, The last to arrive was David 
Lloyd George, the British prime min- 
ister and Arthur J. Balfour, the Brit- 
ish foreign secretary, who motored 
up together. Military aides followed 
the British commissioners, carrying 
a large despatch case, 

The conference opened promptly at 
3 o’clock, The meeting was an ex- 
tended one. It was mainly for the 
purpose of settling new terms for 
prolonging the armistice which ex- 
pires January 17, and for determining 
the number and composition of the 
delegations of the various countries 
for the sessions of the peace con- 
gress which is about to open,

German Guns and German Gunners

Warsaw. — The Poles are making 
a gallant defence of Lemberg with 
limited means, but the Bolsheviki 
Ukrainians, aided by German’ guns 
and German gunners, slowly are des- 
troying the city. 

The besiegers 
number 50,000, commanded by form- 
er Premicr Holubowicz of the 
Ukraine, who also was chairman of 
the Ukrainian pcace delegation at 
Brest-Litovsk.

Bulgaria Lost Heavily in War 

Sofia.— Bulgaria’s losses in the war 
were: Killed and snissing, 101,224; 
wounded, 1,154,388; prisoners, 10,825. 

These figures do not inciude the 
losses during the retreat from Mace- 
donia, when many died of influenza, 
exhaustion and famine and ninety 
thousand were taken prisoner,

London, — The raids on the Unit- 
ed Kingdom by the Germans during 
the war resulted in 5,611 perséns be- 
ing killed or injured, of whom 4,750 
were civilians. An official summary 
of the casualtics caused by German 
airships, airplanes and  bombard- 
ments from the sca, shows the cas- 
ualtics among civilians, killed 554 
inen,.411 women, 295 children, -~ In- 
jured 1,508 men, 1,120 women, 772 
children, Three hundred and ten 
soldiers and sailors were killed and 
551 injured, 

There. were 51 raids by airships, 
causing the deaths of 498 civilians and 
the injury of 1,236 and the killing of 
58 soldiers and sailors and injury of 
121, 

In 59 airplane raids, 619 civilians 
were killed and 1,650 were injured. In 


these raids 238 soldiers and gailors 


were killed and 400 injured. 

In twelve bombardments from the 
sca, 143 civilians were killed and 604 
wounded, while 14 soldiers and sail- 
ors were killed and 30 injured. 

The greatest losses inflicted by 
Zeppclins were in raids on Norfolk, 
Suffolk and the home countries of 
London on October 13, 1915, when 54 
civilians and 17 soldiers and sailors 
were killed, and in west Suffolk and 
the Midland countries on January 31, 


1916, when 70 civilians were killed’ 


and 112 injured, The raid on Lin- 
colnshire, Essex and Suffolk, on 
March 31 of the same year, caused 
the death of 17 civiliaus and 31 ‘sol- 
dicrs and sailors. 

The most serious airplane raid was 
that at Margate, Essex and London 
on June 13, 1917, when 158 civilians 
and four soldicrs and sailors were 
killed. The next in severity was that 
on Kent on September 4 of the same 
year, when 131 soldiers and sailors 
lost their lives. On this occasion a 
crowded. barracks was hit, 

Almost as severe as the raid on 
Kent was that on Folkestone on May. 
25, 1917, when 77 civilians and 18 sa 
ors and soldiers were killed. The at- 
tack on Kent, Essex and London on 
January 28, 1918, caused the death of 
65 civilians, one sailor and one sol- 
dier, 

The only bombardment from the 
sea in which there were “heavy casu- 
alties, was that on Hartlepool, Scar- 


borough and Whitby on December 16,” 


1914, when 127 civilians and ten sol- 


diers and sailors were killed and 567 — 


civilians and 25 soldicrs and sailors 
were injured. 

American “Ace” Is a Canadian 

Saskatoon, — Major Harold Hart-

taxing the limits of the organizations 
arranged for that latter purpose, 
During the winter it is possible to 
land troops only at two Canadian 
ports, Talifax and St. John, and at 
the latter port it is impossible to

From each port the railroad lines 
have a limited capacity and must

Berlin, — Polish troops have occu- 
pied the railway station at Chrosch- 
nik, four miles from Bentschen and 


‘lhave sent an ultimatum to the Ger-

Bentschen is a town near the 
boundary between the provinces of 
Posen and Bradenburg.
